Our attention is being called, from many quarters by those 
who are well informed, to the dire need of food and clothing 
in that war-ruined country. 


Two weeks ago we published letters from several manu- 
facturers of Christmas and Easter cards, the purpose being 
to show why cards expressive of the religious character of 
these feasts are not printed. The Catholic Church Extension 
Society does publish real artistic religious Christmas cards, 
and is advertising them in this issue of our paper. 


The German Catholic Central Society has maintained a

MODERN VANDALS. a 

The air breathes a spirit of Christmas preparedness. 
The holly and mistletoe are again coming to their own. With 
them comes the modegn vandal who is planning a “great 
offensive’ against Santa Claus. We cannot enthuse over their 
work, for the old fellow was pretty good to us in our young 
days and we dare not join hands with his enemies. 

In our too practical age we are destroying all the 
glorious illusions that are not taught in text books or meas- 
ured by rule, things of imagination’s realm that lift us above 
the sordid realities of life. A French proverb says: “Happy 
is the man who has kept his illusions.” Like memories they 
keep the heart young. Santa Claus is all the more real be- 
cause he is not confined to the limitations of a material per- 
son, but dwells in the imagination of children of many 
tries and many climes. Time does not dim, nor custom stale 
this Saint of Christmastide. Men may come and men may 
go, but he travels on forever with his prancing reindeers and 
his sleighbells will jingle on Christmas Eve in the dreams of 
millions of children vet unborn. There are many acid-faced 
men who would destroy the stories that stir the childish 
imagination. There must linger in their makeup much of the 
old Puritans who, according to Macauley, prohibited bear 
baiting and other cavalier amusements not because they were 
painful to the bear, but because they gave pleasure to the 
spectators. 

We know full well that Santa Claus must never take the 
first place on Christmas Day. There is no fear that he will 
in the hearts of Catholics. The child who pins his faith on 
the jolly friend of children is too young to be injured by that 
faith. When the years come that brine discretion with them 
Santa Claus will be forgotten. We do not believe that childish 
faith in Santa Claus is responsible for the present want of 
religion on Christmas. We readily concede that the religious 
element of Christmas plays little part in the celebration of 
the day for most of our people. If Santa Claus takes the 
place of Christ in their minds and hearts it is because there 
was no faith in Christ to begin with and Santa Claus was a 
convenient substitute. It is a survival of the spirit of those 


Coun- 


early Puritans who instituted Thanksgiving Day to sup- 
plant the Catholic Feast of Christmas. 
The Infant Savior is the one absorbing thing for a 


Christian’s Christmas. 
there is room for Santa Claus for the children. 


At the same time we imagine that 
Many of the 


most beautiful customs of our Christmas celebrations have 
been taken from the pagans. When we twine the evergreen 
and wreathe the holly and make gifts we are reviving an 


ancient custom of the Greeks and Romans. When we put up 
our Christmas tree and deck it with glittering baubles we are 
following the lead of the Goths and Vandals, those fierce 
barbarians of the Northern forests who cut the fir tree on 
the feastday of the Sun. When we hang the mistletoe we are 
performing a ceremony that was sacred to the Druids, for 
these priests of Albion cut the plant at this season according 
to a mystic rite and omen. When we set the yulelog ablaze 
we follow the custom of the early Saxons, those hardy and 
uncouth sons of old Britain, who made it a religious cere- 
monial at this season. 

As the early Christian Fathers sanctified many popular 
Pagan customs by giving them a Christian significance, 
can we surround our Christmas festivities with the halo of 
the Christ Child. The story of the Angels on the plains of 
Bethlehem, the Shepherds and the Babe in the Manger, should 
be told the little ones. They can be made to understand that 
all the joy of the sacred day, the gifts of Santa Claus, found 
their origin in the joy that the Infant Savior brought to us 
on the first Christmas Day, the great Christmas Gift of our 
Heavenly Father to the children that He loved.—B. X. O'R.
